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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . The change to the claims are agreed with and the objection is removed. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The Terminal Disclaimer dated 8 September 2004 is not approved due to the 
attorney who signed the Terminal Disclaimer not being of record. 



Double Patenting 



3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re LongU 759 R2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, All F.2d438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1 994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer.

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4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-8 of U.S. Patent No. 6,743,1 14. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because all 
the elements are identical with the exception of the added words in this application of "means for 
progressively elevating the vertical position of a center of gravity of the club head for some of 
the clubs in the set. Since dependent claims of U. S. Patent No. 6,743,1 14 disclose different 
means to do such it would have been obvious to add this element of structure to the independent 
claim. It is noted that the examiner's amendment was not entered during the publishing of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,743,1 14 and the examiner is investigating. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-10 would be allowable if the double patenting rejection is overcome. None of 
the prior art discloses or renders as obvious the third cavity having a greater height than a lower 
aperture, the upper and lower apertures are the only two apertures extending from the back cavity 
towards the front cavity, and each of the plurality of club heads has a vibration dampening and 
acoustic attenuating member occupying the third cavity in addition to the other elements of 
structure claimed. 5,407,202 (Fig. 4) has only two apertures but the height of the third cavity is 
the same as the aperture cavity. 5,944,619 (Figs. 18, 15) has more than two apertures from a 
back cavity extending towards a front cavity. 6,638,183 (Fig. 2) has only two apertures and a 
third cavity height greater than an aperture height but no vibration dampening and acoustic 
attenuating member occupying a third cavity. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
